What Washington Thinks... 


CRETARY OF AGRICULTURE 

BENSON is trying to build a new 

Department of Agriculture, keeping 
much of the old but making all of it fit 
his ideas of free enterprise. 

He thinks farmers should rely more 
on the inter-play of supply and demand 
forces and less on price supports. He 
wants less “government paternalism,” 
and more of the help-farmers-to-help- 
themselves type of agricultural program. 

He says he will carry out the laws of 
Congress faithfully, but states his belief 
that price supports should be chiefly 
to avert disaster. Secretary Benson ran 
right smack against the Farm Bloc at 
the very start. He took office when 
farm prices were falling fast and caus- 
ing nation-wide alarm. This has made 
his outspoken stand as a “free enter- 
priser” far more unpopular than it 
would have been had prices been on an 
even keel. 


Congress in Command 


Congress has the upper hand, how- 
ever, and because of that it seems doubt- 
ful that the present high price support 
programs for major crops will be whit- 
tled down much for at least two years. 

Benson has launched a tough econ- 
omy program. A budget ceiling has 


been slapped on USDA. Maximum ex- 
penditures are to be held at an annual 
rate no greater than those for January, 
1953. For many programs this was a 
low month, and in some cases the new 
restrictions will effect reductions of as 
much as 10 percent. 

A general freeze has been placed on 
the hiring of new personnel. Vacancies 
are to go unfilled unless necessary. Re- 
placements are to come from within 
agencies wherever possible. Any new 
hiring, including seasonal labor, must 
be approved by a secretarial policy 
board. 


Other Economy Moves 


For the coming fiscal year, starting 
July 1, every major unit in USDA is to 
submit a rock-bottom budget covering 
all essentials, and to supply detailed 
justification for all funds which it re- 
quests. 

This is normal budget procedure. 
Benson is going further. Bureaus and 


agencies also are to submit statements 
explaining why further reductions were 
not possible. 

One of Secretary Benson’s first moves 
was to take the agricultural conserva- 
tion program (ACP) out of PMA, and 
put it into a group of agencies headed 
by Assistant Secretary J. Earle Coke, 
former California Extension Service di- 
rector. In this same group are SCS, 
Extension Service, Forest Service, Bu- 
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reau of Agricultural Economics, and all 
research work. 

Charley Mays of Tennessee was let 
out as head of ACP and replaced by 
Don Williams, former assistant chief of 
operations for SCS. 


SCS Work Coordinated 


The conservation work of ACP and 
SCS is being brought much closer to- 
gether, and may be combined later. 
Dr. Robert M. Salter, chief of SCS, and 
once director of the North Carolina Ex- 
periment Station, is highly respected by 
Benson and probably will stay. 

Conservation payments will be con- 
fined to permanent practices, Congress 
permitting. This would cut funds in 
1954 from the present $255 million to 
$150 million or less. Lime and phos- 
phate payments amount to about $90 
million yearly. They're marked for 
elimination, but there will be a big fight 
in Congress over this and over reducing 
payments for green manure and cover 
crops. 





JASHINGTON has been suffering 

from a bad case of price jitters. The 
spotlight has been on cattle prices, but 
cotton, corn, and wheat prices also have 
been the subject of much concern on 
Capitol Hill. 

There has been plenty of talk that 
slipping farm prices are a sign of com- 
ing depression. 

Many farm leaders in Congress have 
used this as added reason for demand- 
ing continued high price supports for 
basic crops after 1954. They've been 
putting bills in the hopper which would 
also support oats, rye, barley, and soy- 
bean prices at 90 percent of parity. 

Two things stand out on the farm 
price horizon: 

1. Congress seems sure to insist on 
no relaxation of present price supports 
this year and next. It’s possible sup- 
ports will be extended at high levels 
beyond 1954, despite the opposition of 
Secretary Benson. 

2. The last remaining inflation is 
being squeezed out of farm prices. This, 
rather than the onset of depression, is 
what is happening now, according to 
most economists. 

The official view is variously ex- 
pressed, but it boils down to this: Com- 
modity prices are adjusting themselves 
to a cold war situation after having 
zoomed in late 1950 and early 1951. 
Most of them are due to strengthen 
moderately. 

Farm prices nearly always rise faster 
than other prices, reach their peak 
sooner, and, when the adjustment sets 
in, move down faster. Farm costs tend 
to lag behind farm prices on the up- 
swing, and to hold up longer when farm 
markets begin to turn down. The re-

sult is to put the farmer in a squeeze 
between high costs and lower farm 
prices until the cost-price adjustment is 
worked out. That’s what is happening. 

Officials think that the squeeze on 
farmers will continue for some time, 
but that it will become less severe. 
Highly prosperous farming isn’t fore- 
seen anytime soon; neither do the ex- 
perts think it will approach depression 
levels—not very good, not very bad. 

In general, farm prices that rose the 
most have fallen the most on the down- 
turn—such as cattle, cotton, and wool. 
Some prices have adjusted too far down, 
and should recover part of their losses. 
Cattle prices are an example. Some 
commodity prices seem due for more 
downward price adjustments. Among 
these are soybeans and feed grains. 

The 1953 crops of cotton and wheat 
are expected to sell close to or a little 
below loan levels. 

To get in line with the 1953-54 price 
plateau on which many economists and 
officials think prices will level off, butter- 
fat and chicken prices would have to 
rise moderately. Egg prices would have 
to come down a little. Hog and lamb 
prices are due to improve moderately. 

This levelling off of farm prices— 
some down a little and some up—may 
or may not occur. But it’s important 
to keep in mind because it fairly well 
represents the prevailing view in the 
new Administration. 

There will be a little less red meat 
produced per consumer in 1953 than 
last year. Even counting in poultry 
meat, the total supply will be less. 
There will be more beef and veal, 
slightly more poultry meat, and less 
pork and lamb.

The Mescalero Apache Indian Reservation 


Vwa Never Know the Place;

RONTIER days on the Mescalero Apache Indian Reservation are past. 

\ Paved highways have replaced winding trails over the mountains, the auto- 

{ mobile has taken the place of the horse, and motor-powered vehicles have 

outmoded the old chuck wagon on the range. 
The Mescalero Reservation is located about 35 miles from Alamogordo, 
New Mexico, in Otero and Lincoln Counties. The reservation contains some ot! 
the richest farming land in that area and is well known for its fine timber and 
cattle. 

Mention of the Apaches brings to mind Chief Geronimo, well known for the 
part he played in the Indian uprising in the late 1870's and 1880's. Few, however, 
know that Robert Geronimo, son of the old chief, is a leader in the farmers 
association on the Mescalero Reservation. It is an organization which has brought 
prosperity to the farmers of that area. 

At the invitation of Robert Geronimo I visited the reservation. The trip was a 
revelation. When I saw the many changes which have taken place, | remembered 
my first visit there more than 
forty years ago.

He is one of the 
leading farmers in his area, and working with the Indian officials has done much 
to modernize equipment on his farms. Instead of the old horse-drawn vehicles 
you now see power-driven tractors, combines, and other modern farm machinery 
The Mescalero Farmers Association purchased more than $50,000 of power 
equipment during the past year, and plans call for the purchase of more

Its cattle industry was begun by the early Spanish settlers 


THER states were carved or born—Texas grew from 

hide and horn . . .” And this growth that gave Texas 
worldwide fame as a cattle kingdom had its beginning not 
“out where the West begins,” but down in the piney woods 
and palmetto flats of Southeast Texas. 

As early as 1690 the Spaniards brought cattle to the Texas 
missions in the eastern and southeastern coastal regions. 
Settlers in the Nacogdoches area grazed extensive herds for 
half a century, until King Charles III of Spain issued a decree 
in 1773 for the abandonment of Spanish settlements north- 
east of what now is San Antonio. The small garrisons were 
not sufficient protection against the Indians. The settlers had 
only five days’ notice, and had to leave their cattle behind 
when they began their exodus. 

Gil Ybarbo, a large landowner and successful Indian trader, 
was the community leader. Lobanilla, his well-stocked ranch, 
was located west of the Sabine River. After repeated efforts, 
he got permission to return the displaced settlers to East 
Texas. He led his people farther east than he had been given 
permission, finally arriving in Nacogdoches soon after the 
thirteen colonies won their independence. Cabello, the new 
governor of Texas, granted Ybarbo’s request that he and his 
people be allowed to remain in Nacogdoches, resulting in its 
beginning as a civil town. 

Ybarbo reputedly erected in 1779 the historic Old Stone 
Fort, over which flags of eight governments have flown. 
After he was made lieutenant governor of Nacogdoches, the 
town became the center of Spanish influence in East Texas.

Cattle production in East Texas was stimulated by liberal 
land grants from the Mexican government to Anglo-American 
settlers. By 1830 there were about 100,000 head of cattle 
in Texas, mostly of Spanish breeding. In 1833 Colonel 
Almonte, a Mexican official, reported 25,000 head of cattle 
in the Department of the Brazos and 50,000 head in the 
Department of Nacogdoches. 

The first official cattle ranch in Texas was founded in 
1819 by James Taylor White, eight miles north of Ananuac. 
His herd contained between 8,000 and 10,000 head of pure 
Spanish breed. Soon after Texas became a republic, 2,700 
calves were branded in one roundup on White's ranch. His 
beef cattle were driven to New Orleans for sale. His pasture 
certainly was ample, extending to the Gulf of Mexico on the 
south and to Galveston Bay on the west. 

The original White ranch home on Turtle Bayou was in 
the thick of an uprising at Fort Anahuac, forerunner of the 
Texas Revolution for independence. The famed Turtle Bayou 
Resolutions, often called “the first declaration of independ- 
ence for Texas,” were drafted in the White home. 

James Taylor White was so well satisfied with his Long- 
horn cattle that he never attempted to find a better breed. 
According to tradition, the first of this breed started in 1690

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IN BEEF PRODUCTIONS 


Improved pasturage is the 
keynote of some experiments 


now being made in Oklahoma 


By WILLIAM A. McGALLIARD 


AT are the possibilities of beef production in a grass- 
land farming system? Dr. Horace J. Harper, agricul- 
tural director of the Noble Foundation in Ardmore, Ok- 
lahoma, is studying this question. 

The study began when Dr. Harper was assisting with 
pasture improvement and beef production experiments at 
the Pasture Fertility Research Station, near Coalgate, 
Oklahoma. 

These experiments showed that beef production could be 
more than doubled on improved pastures, without supple- 
mental feeding. The cost was about two and one-half cents 
a pound more than beef produced on unfertilized pastures. 
Three-year-old steers shipped direct from the station's pas- 
tures to Oklahoma City stockyards graded U. S. Good and 
U. S. High Commercial, bringing prices close to the top 
for corn-fed beef. Steers from adjoining untreated pastures 
graded much lower and brought about six cents less per 
pound. 

During a three-year period, average production of beef 
per acre on upland pastures at the station varied from a low 
of 54 pounds on unfertilized pastures to a maximum of 128 
pounds per year on treated pastures. On bottomland soils 
the average ranged from 128 to 225 pounds. 

Steers used for the trials were grade Herefords purchased 
as 450- to 500-pound yearlings. They were sold direct from 
pasture as three-year-olds weighing 1,100 to 1,400 pounds. 
All steers were kept on pasture about 180 days without feed, 
then carried the rest of the year on a minimum ration of 
40 percent protein cake and prairie hay, plus pasture when 
available. 


R. HARPER has made a special study of the two main 

problems in maximum production of low-cost beef in grass- 
land farming. These are: (1) making greatest use of forages 
during the spring season, when the rate of growth is greatest 
and forage runs highest in protein and other nutrients; and 
(2) overcoming the hazards of unfavorable weather condi- 
tions. 

Both of these problems are critical in southern Oklahoma 
and of great importance throughout the South. Dr. Harper

has made a study of weather records for the past fifty years. 
He has discovered that in southern Oklahoma, conditions 
are most favorable for maximum growth of forage during 
the period from around March | to July |. Thus the 
schedule of beef production on pasture should be planned 
to make maximum use of this spring growing season, he 
concludes. 

In the Coalgate experiments, two-year-old steers lost as 
much as 60 pounds on the minimum winter ration, but re- 
gained the weight immediately when spring growth of 
legumes and grasses began. Thus Dr. Harper says that 
cattle should be marketed direct from pasture at the end of 
the spring growing season, rather than carried through 
until fall. 

If steers are to be finished in dry lot, the best time to begin 
feeding may be at the end of the spring pasture season, when 
the animals are in full flesh. 

Dr. Harper points out that making the greatest use of the

‘ertilizer Cas 


Anhydrous ammonia has proved its worth on 


a typical farm in Caldwell County, Texas 


By NORRIS JACKSON 


HREE years ago Gus Schneider moved a tractor-mounted 

tank into a four-acre test plot of cotton on his widely known 

Kegler Hills Farm in Caldwell County, Texas. White puffs 

of vapor emerged from chisel-like teeth submerged half a 
foot deep in the soil. 

That fall, in spite of low rainfall, those four acres produced 
an extra 400 pounds of lint—and at a cost of only $24. This was 
enough to convince Mr. Schneider that, with adequate moisture, 
liquid fertilizer would do wonders for the nitrogen- and phos- 
phorous-deficient blacklands of Central Texas. 

In 1951 and 1952 all of Schneider’s cotton, corn, and maize 
received a 50-pound application of anhydrous ammonia per acre. 
Last season, when that area received more rainfall than usual, 
his corn yields jumped to 60 bushels per acre, compared with an 
area average of 31 bushels. He harvested an extra quarter bale 
of cotton per acre, and the maize averaged 3,700 pounds, more 
than double the community’s average. 

“The biggest advantage of liquid fertilizer,” says Mr. Schneider, 
“is that the ammonia is in a form which the young plants can 
use readily. Solid fertilizers, applied near the surface, require 
greater amounts of moisture to break them down and get the 
nitrogen to the root zone where it can be utilized.” 

Mr. Schneider prefers using the liquid when the plants are 
from two to three weeks old and can respond to ammonia 
stimulation. If a pre-planting application is used, it must be 
made immediately prior to planting. If applied three weeks be- 
fore planting, the ammonia will be changed to nitrate nitrogen 
before the young plants can use it, and the ammonia stimulation 
to growth is lost. 

The usual rate of application is 50 pounds per acre. The cost 
is about $6 if the farmer has his own tank and measuring de- 
vice. Custom applications run about $7.50 per acre. The appli- 
cation is uniform when the tractor speed is constant. The liquid 
is metered from a 400-pound tank mounted on the rear of a 
tractor and is applied through a four-row applicator. 

Tests made by Texas Agricultural Experiment Station indicate 
that benefits of the ammonia do not increase proportionately 
with the rates of application. For example, two-year tests showed 
that untreated corn averaged only 36 bushels per acre, while plots 
receiving 60 pounds of liquid nitrogen produced 64 bushels. 
But plots receiving 120 pounds of the ammonia yielded only 
69 bushels. 

The liquid ammonia is somewhat dangerous to use, as it must 
be applied under pressure. And it may cause some eye irrita- 
tion under constant contact with the fumes. But the growth 
stimulation which it gives to young crops, especially cotton and 
corn, apparently makes it worthwhile for use under normal con- 
ditions.

HAT we are going to be criticized 

we should take for granted. Any- 

one who does anything construc- 
tive is criticized. But many people 
never learn how to deal with criticism. 

Some people accept criticism with- 
out examination and proceed to fol- 
low the wishes of their critics. These 
have no genuine convictions of their 
own and allow themselves to be pulled 
this way or that. They are like Polo- 
nius in Shakespeare’s Hamlet. Hamlet 
says to Polonius, “Do you see yonder 
cloud that’s almost in the shape of a 
camel?” “Tis like a camel indeed,” 
agrees Polonius. “Methinks,” says 
Hamlet, “it is like a weasel.” “It is 
backed like a weasel.” “Or like a 
whale,” says Hamlet. And again Polo- 
nius agrees, “Very like a whale.” 

Others follow the opposite course. 
They fly into a rage, and turn in bitter 
resentment against a critic, even if the 
critic is their closest friend 

The wise man steers his course be- 
tween these two extremes. He listens 
to his critic, evaluates objectively what 
he says, accepts whatever truth there 
is in the criticism, and acts accord- 
ingly. 


HE Dean of Windsor tells this inter- 

esting story: “Years ago I was asked 
to preach in a manufacturing town. 
At breakfast a most offensive type of 
man sat opposite me. He said he had 
heard me preach the night before. He 
then gave me a diatribe, in the rudest 
possible way, on my voice. He ex- 
plained that I had that horrible thing, 
a clerical voice. I was annoyed, but 
I went to a friend and insisted on his 
telling me whether it was true. After 
some hesitation he said, ‘Yes.’ So I 
started a course of lessons on voice 
production, which I have carried on 
ever since with great benefit.” The 
Dean adds, “I have found it well 
worthwhile never to neglect criticisms, 
even if they are offensively given.” 

Do not despise your critics. They 
may be your means of correcting mis- 
takes, overcoming weaknesses, and 
growing in Christian character and 


usefulness.

i’s Out of the Hut for Texas 


A combination of county, state, and federal funds 


is giving Lone Star farmers good roads 


S LATE as 1946 farm-to-market roads in Texas were 

dependent upon the counties for maintenance. Un- 
4™ fortunately, many of the counties were unable to pro- 
vide this service, and the roads rapidly deteriorated. In 
view of this situation, the State Highway Commission 
adopted a policy providing for state maintenance of all 
farm-to-market roads it designated, regardless of the source 
of funds used for their construction. The commission also 
adopted a policy providing for a two-lane, dustless surface 
as a minimum requirement for all these state farm-to-market 
roads. 

The Federal Aid Highway Act of 1944 provided for 
federal participation in a three-year postwar program of 
farm-to-market road construction. One requirement of this 
act was that all federal funds had to be matched on a fifty- 
fifiy basis. Some states decided that the counties should 
provide the matching funds. However, the State of Texas 
felt that such an arrangement would result in unfair distri- 
bution of the benefits of the act, because of the inability of 
some counties to provide funds. Therefore, the State High- 
way Commission adopted the policy of providing matching 
funds from state-levied road-user taxes. Work on the first 
road to be constructed under this act began in January, 1946, 
and was completed in April. Twenty miles long and running 
through Armstrong and Randall Counties, it had the distinc- 
tion of being the first postwar federal aid farm-to-market 
road completed in the nation. 


More Government Programs 


The Federal Aid Highway Acts of 1948 and 1950 each 
provided for two-year programs of farm-to-market road con- 
struction. The 47th Legislature of the State of Texas set a 
precedent in providing for an additional two-year state- 
financed program. The 48th Legislature extended the pro- 
gram for two more years. 

The roads to be improved must be selected by the State

Highway Department after consultation with county com- 
missioners’ courts. This means that the citizens of a county 
must make their wishes known to their elected officials, who 
advise the highway department at the conference table. 

Through this program, 14,503 miles of state farm-to- 
market roads have been completed during the six postwar 
years. Completion of about 840 miles of road now under 
construction, plus an estimated 4,808 miles to be built during 

will bring the total to 20,151 miles 
Quite a Variation 

In the past, the cost of constructing farm-to-market roads 
in Texas has varied greatly—from around $3,700 to about 
$30,000 per mile. This depends upon soil and climatic con- 
ditions, amount of bridging necessary, availability of suitable 
local materials, and the type and quantity of traffic expected 
to use the roads. One soil may require only three or four 
inches of good gravel; another may require as much as 16 
or 18 inches. The cost of a linear foot of bridge amounts to 
about forty or fifty times that of a linear foot of completed 
roadbed. Consequently, the more bridging required per mile, 
the higher the cost of the road for that distance. Where 
materials for the road base have to be imported, the cost 
of all-weather surface alone may exceed twice the cost ol! 
a completed road built with locally available gravel or 
caliche. 

A roadbed designated to support passenger cars and the 
medium-weight type of truck usually operated by farmers 
and ranchmen can be constructed for about $10,000 per 
mile, figured on a statewide basis. 

It is the policy of the State Highway Department to con- 
struct as many roads as possible with funds provided for this 
purpose—and with an eye to future maintenance costs. The 
Legislature has endorsed the policy of providing a load-limit 
law that prevents the destruction of these roads by minority 


users. 





E ARE largely what we eat. Perhaps that accounts for 
the fact that food is our biggest industry in the United 
States. 

Last year the value of food sold in this country was a 
record—64 billion dollars. American families spent an esti- 
mated 27 percent of their income, after taxes, for food. This 
was $420 per person. 

The average adult in the United States eats his weight in 
food every six to eight weeks. 

But are we eating right today? Many people are not. Food 
does more for the body than simply take away hunger; proper 
foods in the right amounts supply nature’s needs. But im- 
proper foods in the wrong amounts cause trouble aplenty. 

Poor diets do not always show themselves through tooth 
decay, anemia, rickets, pellagra or other deficiency diseases. 
There are some “hidden” signs of poor eating. A person with 
low energy, constant fatigue, digestive. upsets, aches and 
pains may drag on day after day without realizing that whole- 
some breakfasts, lunches, and dinners would make him feel 
like really living. 

A striking example of improper eating is overweight, which 
invites illness and various fatal diseases. People who are over- 
weight are especially susceptible to heart diseases. 

Mary Hulsey, specialist in foods and nutrition, of the Ex- 
tension Service at Alabama Polytechnic Institute, is my 
authority for much of this information. She says, “The body 
is a marvelous machine—a balanced ration is essential to 
keeping it that way.” And this raises a big question: What 
is a balanced ration? 

Miss Hulsey gives seven basic rules to guide us in supply- 
ing all body needs. They are: 

1) Milk: one quart a day per child and one pint a day 
per adult. 

2) Leafy, green, and 
yellow vegetables (such 
as turnip greens, mus- 
tard, kale, collards, cab- 
bage, green beans, as- 
paragus, carrots, squash, 
rutabagas, yellowcorn) : 
one serving of at least 
one daily. 

3) Tomatoes, orange 
or grapefruit, raw cab- 
bage: one serving of 
one daily. 

4) Potatoes, 
vegetables not

above, fruits: two servings of one or two daily. 

5) Meat, poultry, fish, eggs: one or two servings daily. 
(Dried beans and peas may be substituted at times for either 
of these.) 

6) Bread and whole grain cereals: Some each day. 

7) Butter or margarine: Some each day. 

The exact amount of food a person needs depends upon 
age, size, and the type of activity in which he or she is 
engaged. For example, a man of average size who is a desk 
worker and engages in no strenuous sport needs less food 
than a fast-growing and active teen-ager, either boy or girl. 


FTER middle age, physical activity usually slows down and 

there is less need for high-caloric foods. Older people 
should guard carefully against overweight by avoiding fat 
meat, cooking fat, salad oil, fried foods, gravies, nuts, candy, 
jellies and jams and rich sauces and desserts—in other words, 
all foods which tend to add that avoirdupois in the wrong 
places. 

Miss Hulsey does not rule out frying as a way of cooking, 
but she does caution against eating too many fried foods. 
From a nutritive standpoint, baking, broiling, and steaming 
are the best ways to cook, because they save most of the 
precious food values. 

When a person eats a variety of foods, either raw or 
properly ‘cooked, he is likely to get all of the vitamins 
needed. If more vitamins are needed they should be taken 
under a doctor’s direction, not on the strength of advertising 
ballyhoo. 

Milk is especially important for strong bones and good 
teeth. If a child gets too little milk, it is likely that his bones 
will be low in calcium. The bones may be too little, or even 
malformed. Teeth will decay rapidly and will be lost pre- 
maturely. Even older people whose diets are deficient in 
calcium will have brittle bones that break easily and mend 
slowly. 


HERE is much more to mealtime than eating. The ap- 

pearance of food, the way it is cooked, and the surround- 
ings in which it is served add to or take away from the enjoy- 
ment of the meal. Mealtime should be pleasant and cheerful. 
The dining table is not the place to talk over care and troubles. 
Digestion is disturbed by worry, fear, nervousness, grief, and 
other emotional upsets. 

We Americans are indeed fortunate. Only 15 percent of 
our people are engaged in farming; in the entire world, over 
60 percent of the people farm. Our capacity to produce 
enough food, preserve it efficiently, cook it properly, and eat 
it wisely is the foundation of our greatness as a people and 
as a nation. 

Anyone who does not eat properly is mistreating himself, 
and he may be digging his grave too soon. It’s up to each 
of us to eat properly every day.

“Old-fashioned” cooper- 
ation saved these farm- 
ers what feed supply 
was left after the drouth

OOKE COUNTY, in one of Texas’ 

leading dairy sections, is fast be- 
coming a county of silos. There full 
silos are regarded as good feed in- 
surance, particularly in the Downard 
Fairplains community, where 15 dairy- 
men have made progress in putting up 
very badly needed silage on a co- 
operative basis. 

This kind of program was not acci- 
dental. Dairy farmers of the commu- 
nity were faced with an ever-diminish- 
ing feed supply. Their feed crop and 
pasture production had been cut se- 
verely by the drouth last year. How 
best to utilize what feed they had was 
the problem. “Put it in a silo,” said 
County Agent B. T. Haws. But that 
answer gave rise to another problem, 
financing equipment for cutting, haul- 
ing, and storing silage. 

Haws was convinced that there was 
a way to solve this problem. In a series 
of meetings he emphasized old-fash- 
ioned cooperation among the farmers 
as an economical and practical means 
of putting up silage. Farmers accepted 
the idea of working together for each 
other’s benefit, but there was no equip- 
ment or machinery available which 
they could share cooperatively. The 
cost of a silage cutter and silo trailers 
prohibited individual ownership in 
most cases, so success depended upon 
outside help. 
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Cooke County Agent B. T. Haws, left, and Ira 
Smith, farmer in the Downard Fairplains commu- 
nity, Texas, discuss operation of the silage cutter 
and trailers used by farmers of the community. 


This outside help came through 
Claude Jones, vice president of the 
First State Bank of Gainesville. The 
bank purchased a field harvester which 
cuts and chops the silage crop in one 
operation and delivers it into a trailer 
or truck. The bank also bought four 
silo trailers, each with a carrying capac- 
ity of four tons, and a manure spread- 
er. All this equipment was placed in 
the hands of Ira Smith, a farmer, and 
used by dairy farmers of the Downard 
Fairplains community on a fee basis. 
By paying $5 an hour for the use of 
silage equipment and by exchanging 
labor, these farmers held the cost of 
all operations in filling a trench silo to 
only $2.50 a ton of silage. 

In spite of feed shortages, seven 
trench silos, averaging 150 tons each, 
were dug and filled last year in the 
community. This brought the county 
total to 60 upright, temporary, and 
trench silos. 

All work involved in filling trench 
silos was supervised by County Agent 
Haws, who was very careful to see that 
the silage was properly packed and 
sealed. 

Farmers also are learning how to 
feed silage economically. Ten pounds 
of hay and about 30 pounds of silage 
daily per cow is the rule. About 100 
dairy farmers of the county now 
use especially designed feed troughs to 

prevent waste. Made of either 
metal or rough lumber, they 
are built according to a plan 
which is available in your 
county agent's office.

VEN during the blackest days of 

the West Texas drouth, there was 
one place where ranchmen could feast 
their eyes on some grass and try to 
forget for awhile their own bare 
ranges. That place was the D. C. O. 
Wilson ranch near Fort McKavett, in 
Menard County, one of the hardest- 
hit areas in the state. 

By extra-light stocking, Wilson man- 
aged to keep a good cover of grass 
on most of his ranch. He has averaged 
150 animal units of his own (only a 
little over three per section) on the 
place since taking it over in 1948. He 
also has pastured cattle and sheep for 
neighbors, and his son-in-law, Walter 
Pope, is running a small flock of sheep 
on the place. Even so, the stocking 
rate is quite moderate. 

The main thing that Wilson is in- 
terested in right now is letting his 
ranch recover from many years of 
heavy grazing. “Of course, it’s not 
profitable on a short-run basis to grow 
grass,” he concedes. “But it pays in 
the long run.” 

The recent calf and lamb crops and

shipping weights have been extra good. 
The lamb crop in 1952 was 97 percent 
and the calf crop 90 percent. In 1951 
Wilson shipped out some long-yearling 
steers that weighed 725 pounds. These 
animals did not have any extra feed 
whatsoever. 

Wilson has reseeded some of his 
range land. Probably the most am- 
bitious program was on a seven-mile 
strip dug up for an oilfield pipeline. 
He had the upturned area reseeded by 
hand broadcasting in the spring of 
1950. He used a mixture that included 
Boer’s lovegrass, Side-oats grama, 
K. R. bluestem, Oklahoma bluestem 
mixture, and Lehman’s lovegrass. Al- 
though there hadn't been a really good 
rain, most of the grass came up, and 
by the fall of 1952 had made a fine 
stand. 

“Once the drouth is over, much of 
this country will have to be reseeded,” 
declares William M. Rountree, dis- 
trict SCS conservationist. “The work 
done by Mr. Wilson will teach us a 
lot about reseeding on the Edwards 
Plateau.”

Credit life, disability insurance take 


the risk out of installment buying 


HARLIE K. was a dairy farmer in 
a southern state. He needed a 
new car, so traded in the old 
jalopy as the down payment and 
borrowed $1,293 to finance the bal- 
ance. Then, with more than half the 
balance still owing, Charlie died. After 
the funeral his widow waited despair- 
ingly for the bank to come and repos- 
sess the car. But instead of that, she 
got a paid-up receipt for the car and 
a check for $613! 
How come? Credit life insurance— 
and she’d never even heard of it. 
This kind of insurance takes all the 
risk out of installment buying. No 
longer need the housewife fear that, 
if the breadwinner gets sick or falls 
out of the barn or even dies, the finance 
company will show up and haul off the 
family car, TV set, or farm equipment. 
Credit life insurance is of two types. 
“Full coverage” provides coverage at 
all times equal to the original amount 
of the loan and remains in force until 
the final payment is made. “Reducing 
term” declines as the balance of the 
loan declines. Naturally, “reducing 
term” is less expensive—$1 per $100 
per year, as against $2 for “full cov- 
erage.” Under “full coverage,” if a 
man insured a loan of $1,000, paid off 
$990, and then died, the lending 
agency would get $10 and his widow 
would collect $990. Under “reducing 
term” the lending company would get 
the $10 owed on the contract, but that 
would be all. 
A second reason why credit life is

so popular is that it provides short- 
term life insurance at a very low rate 
and requires no medical examination. 
Anybody between the ages of 18 and 
65 can buy credit life insurance with- 
out any kind of examination and with 
a minimum of red tape. Until the 
loan is paid up, it provides the same 
protection as ordinary life insurance. 
Moreover, the policies are very broad, 
paying off for death from any cause 
whatsoever, including suicide or mili- 
tary service. The companies, realizing 
that speed and a lack of red tape are 
big selling points, usually make it a 
practice to pay claims on the day they 
are received, with no questions asked. 


REDIT disability insurance is the 

little brother of credit life. After a 
specified number of days (usually 14) 
it begins paying off a loan after the 
maker has been incapacitated, and 
keeps it up until he is able to go back 
to work or the loan is paid. Like 
credit life, it requires no medical ex- 
amination and pays off in event of 
disability from almost any cause. 

Since almost all farm equipment 
and livestock are bought “out of fu- 
ture income,” credit insurance is of 
special interest to the farm family. 
For instance: Carl R., age 49, bor- 
rowed $3,948 to finance the purchase 
of livestock. The following day he 
was struck by a falling tree and killed. 
However, he had covered this loan 
with credit life insurance and the en- 
tire indebtedness was liquidated by 
the insurance company. He hadn't 
even made one payment! His widow 
then owned the livestock debt-free. 

Yes, credit insurance literally “wor- 
ry-proofs” the farm wife. For her, 
it may be the greatest invention since 
the milking machine!

\ivereen hundred and fifty-two 
was a year of some adjustment to 
after-war conditions—and still the 
process goes on. Prices have been 
edging down for months. This is 
something that we knew had to come. 
History is merely repeating itself. Gov- 
ernment action has helped with some 
staple crops and will continue to help, 
but for the most part supply and de- 
mand will dominate the situation. No 
large segment of our farm group 
wants the government to guarantee 
prices for its products and then take 
the steps necessary to hold production 
at such a level that we will grow 
enough but not too much. 

Just as industry is having to use 
the most efficient production and dis- 
tribution methods to make a profit, so 
agriculture is having to streamline its 
operations. This includes the use of 
labor-saving machinery as far as it is 
practical and the correct use of fer- 
tilizer and the best varieties. 

Modern machinery is a “must” in 
agricultural production now, but that 
alone is not the answer. The answer 
is to be reached by an intelligent study 
of the farming operation and a wise 
plan to meet the situation. Often it 
may help greatly to make some visits 
to see what other good farmers are 
doing and, of course, to read of the 
methods used by other farmers and to 
learn what the experiment stations 
have discovered. 

Whatever plan is made will not be 
worth trying unless it has promise of 
good farm wages for the work of the 
family, the tenants, or hired labor 
and at least a fair return on the in- 
vestment in real estate and personal 
property. American farming is a 
business carried on in the midst of 
the most efficient industrial operations 
that the world has ever seen. And 
industry does in a great measure com- 
pete with us—for labor, for a life work 
for our sons, and for the content of 
the farm family. Will we meet the 
challenge? We can. 


Trees anda Back in February when 
Small Boy we were setting out lob- 

lolly pine seedlings, a 
small neighbor boy came along on his 
way home from school. He was in- 
terested in the little trees, and we told 
him that they had been furnished by a 
governmental agency and that his fa-

ther could also get 
some. His path to 
the school bus 
leads directly 
through the small 
plantation. We 
told him to watch 
them grow. 

When he completes his high school 
education, the pines will have grown 
far above his head. Should he go to 
college and complete a four-year 
course, the trees should be approach- 
ing the thinning stage by the time of 
his graduation. If after college the 
young graduate settles on the home 
place and raises a family, he should 
have a thinning of telephone and pow- 
er line poles by the time that his own 
son is ten years old. And by the time 
this boy who now has a path through 
our planting of little pines is seventy 
years old, the pines should have 
reached saw-log size and be of great 
market value. 

What is there for a seventy-year-old 
in putting out pine seedlings? There 
is a great deal to make it worthwhile. 
Planting a tree is projecting your life 
into the future. It is paying a debt 
to society. The walls of my house 
are paneled with boards that came 
from trees that were seventy-five to 
two hundred years old when cut. An- 
other and still another generation will 
need saw trees for paneling their 
homes. And it is fun to see the trees 
grow. Furthermore, the seventy-year- 
old may get to see a harvest of pulp- 
wood made. And should the oak 
wilt do its worst, the pines will be 
there to seed the land around them so 
that in time a pine forest would re- 
place a hardwood forest.

| STRONG, durable foundation is the first requirement for any house or 
farm building. A poor foundation can cause an endless series of troubles 
—sagging floors, wall cracks, dragging doors, etc. Remember, too, that any 
stable foundation must rest on a good footing which in turn must rest on 
firm earth or some other solid bed. Learn as much as possible about your 
proposed building site. Test the firmness of the soil by using a soil auger, 
post-hole digger, or bar and shovel. 
Three types of foundations or some combination of them commonly are 
used by designers and builders. 


PIERS—The pier method of supporting houses and farm buildings is wide- 
spread in the deep South. It can be done adequately by semi-skilled local 
labor. In colder areas this method, although usually cheaper, is less desirable 
than the continuous foundation wall. Common faults are colder floors and 
an uneven distribution of weight, causing settling in spots. These troubles 
can be eliminated, but at added expense for a curtain wall to keep out cold 
air and additional lumber for sills and girders. In humid areas there is a 
definite advantage, because of the ventilation for termite protection. A very 
good use of piers is for interior supports of basementless houses as shown in 
Fig. 2. Care must be taken to insure good drainage away from the building. 
Piers can be constructed of concrete, bricks, tile or native stone. 


CONTINUOUS FOUNDATION WALLS—The chief advantage of this 
method is that it combines the curtain wall necessary for eliminating cold 
air from under the floors with a reasonably good distribution of weight. 
Many cracked foundations occur because too little thought is given to weight 
distribution and soil conditions. The costs for this are higher than for pier 
construction because of the additional (and more skilled) labor and materials 
required. Termite shielding is a recommended practice. Remember to pro- 
vide adequate ventilation and crawl space for inspections under the floor. 


SLAB FOUNDATIONS AND FLOORS—The reinforced concrete slab 
foundation now has widespread acceptance. The essential requirements for a 
good foundation of this type are an approved design and ordinary skill in 
form building and concreting. The amount of framing required is less than 
in the continuous wall type. You must be careful to remove all sod, roots, and 
other organic matter from the site and to level the ground. Also important

The Hospital 
Vegetable Plot 


By ALINE ROTHE 


1AM DURHAM has a green thumb. 

So beautifying the grounds was his 

first thought after being appointed 
custodian of the new Corrigan unit 
of Polk County Hospital in southeast 
Texas. Many beds of colorful flowers 
were soon in evidence. 

Mr. Durham is a farmer and has 
been most of his life. When he dis- 
covered a small plot of ground back 
of the hospital that was not being used, 
he visualized a garden which would 
supply fresh vegetables for the hos- 
pital. Hospital authorities gave him 
permission to till the plot. 

The idea was quite a success. His 
crops of onions, cabbage, tomatoes, 
lettuce, turnips, spinach, radishes, 
beets, peppers, cucumbers, squash, 
okra, beans, corn, and carrots not only 
supply fresh vegetables for the hos- 
pital,-but have become one of the 
main topics of conversation among the 
patients and visitors, and often among 
the doctors themselves. 

“The doctors are so interested in 
the garden,” says Mr. Durham, “that 
each morning after they make their 
rounds in the hospital, they come out 
and inspect the garden.” 

As soon as one crop of vegetables 
matures, another is planted. Last year 
there were five different plantings of 
turnips, three of radishes, and two 
of corn. In addition to the cabbage 
the hospital used, Mr. Durham sold 
$7 worth. One cabbage head in par- 
ticular created a great deal of interest.

The “Gain-Test”’ 


Bull calves that can make fast, low- 
cost gains can pass that ability on to 
their calves! Boars that weigh heavier 
at weaning time sire faster-gaining pigs. 
Fast-gaining ram lambs can get you a 
better lamb crop! These findings from 
repeated “‘gain-tests’’ conducted by the 
U.S.D.A. and state agricultural col- 
leges are establishing a new, short-cut 
method to herd improvement. 


Here’s what gain-tests with bulls 
show: 1) Bull calves that make good 
gains produce calves that do well on 
the range and in the feed lot. 2) Poor 
doers produce slow gainers. 3) The 
ability of the bull to gain—good or 
poor—is passed on to a very high per- 
centage of his calves. And a director of 
this nationwide research states: ‘‘We have 
summarized results from experiments in 
39 states. We estimate that calves from a 
good, gain-tested bull are worth an aver- 
age of $45 more per head.to the breeding 
herd. Suppose a bull produces 40 such 
calves a year. He would be worth an 
extra $1,800.”’ 

Gain-tests are conducted on a practical 
basis. Owners of pure-bred and commer- 
cial herds cooperate with state experi- 
ment stations. Bull calves are individu- 
ally fed the same ration. Records of gains 
and feed costs are kept. There is little 
variation between breeds in gaining abil- 
ity. But there is marked difference with- 
in breeds...and from the same herd. 
Some bulls gain up to 3% lbs. per day, 
others less than 2 lbs. Similar tests are 
made with calves sired by these bulls. 
Their ability to gain follows closely the 
record of their sires. 

Experienced stockmen with an “‘expert 
eye’’ can and do select, on type and con- 
formation, profitable animals for breed- 
ing and feeding purposes. But “‘gain- 
test’’ records can be a valuable help... 
Recently an expert “‘eye-selected’’ 20 
feeder steers. They were put in a feeding 
test with similar steers from gain-tested 
bulls. The eye-picked steers gained 2.15 
lbs. a day, at a cost of $20.30 per cwt. 
The “‘gain-tested”’ steers gained 2.35 lbs. 
at $18.67 cost—more weight at $1.63 less 
per cwt. 

Complete information on how you can 
“gain-test’’ sires, and results of what 
others have done, are available. Just write 
to your State Agricultural College, Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department.

' Salt Important 
to Beef Gains 


E. F. Smith, Kansas State

Good livestock manage- 

ment calls for free access 
E. F. Smith to galt at all times for 
cattle. Whether on dry-lot roughage 
rations, or on grass, salt may mean the 
difference between a profit or a loss. 
In winter feeding tests steer calves on 
a roughage ration, with free access to 
salt, gained an average of 40 pounds 
more per head in 138 days than sim- 
ilar steers which got no salt. Larger 
amounts of feed were consumed by the 
““salted’’ calves...and they made 
more efficient gains. 

Two trials were conducted in dry 
lot. The calves which had free access 
to salt produced 100 pounds of gain 
ata food exet of $12.21 for one lot and 
$16.04 for another. With two similar 
lots, which got no salt, the feed costs 
were $19.99 and $19.62 respectively. 

Steers on a full feed of grain with 
salt free-choice for 210 days averaged 
2.21 pounds of gain per head daily. 
Steers on the same ration without salt 
gained 2.15 pounds per head per day. 
This test showed little difference in 
feed consumption or economy of gain 
when the steers were on full feed of 
grain. It was also observed that steers 
wintered on dry grass consumed as 
much or more salt than those on sum- 
mer pasture.

| Nummer Fare 
for: Livestock

Pere are a number of grasses 
which thrive during our hot south- 
western summers and provide abun- 
dant, nutritive grazing. 

Sudan grass is an old stand-by, 
which affords abundant grazing and 
produces economical gains. For ex- 
ample, A. A. Tovrea, of Alvin, Texas, 
grazed a 25-acre field of Sudan with 
an average of 55 cows during an entire 
summer. 

Blue panicum is a favorite in many 
areas of Texas. It provides a long 
summer grazing season and produces 
an abundance of forage. Its rapid 
growth permits high stocking rates. 
Arthur Marth has six acres of blue 
panicum on his farm near Sweetwater. 
Thirteen cows grazed this stand from 
early March until late fall. 

Bermuda grass is another “old re- 
liable” in the Southwest. The Moser 
brothers of Bowie County, Texas, have 
a large acreage of Bermuda, Dallis 
grass, and Kobe lespedeza mixture. 
It provides about eight months of 
grazing during the year. 

For irrigated pastures, Angleton, 
Diaz, and King Ranch bluestem are 
good for summer use. Alfalfa is used 
in mixtures and also in pure stands. 
Alfalfa requires a great deal of water, 
but King Ranch and Angleton blue- 
stem make good growth with only 
occasional irrigation. King Ranch 
bluestem, popular with many farmers 
and ranchmen of Texas and Okla- 
homa, has few equals in the South- 
west. A typical farmer who likes 
King Ranch is M. A. Caruso, of near 
Fort Cobb, Oklahoma. He has a 30- 
acre field of K. R. bluestem, planted 
in April, 1949, which provides good 
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grazing throughout the summer and 
late fall. 

Raymond McElrath, of Coleman, 
Texas, has found Madrid sweet clover 
a good summer pasture for his sheep. 
He grazed 80 sheep on a seven-acre 
field for two weeks, then had to in- 
crease the number of sheep, so the 
clover would be devoured before it be- 
came rank and unpalatable. 

A Hubam_ sweet clover-Johnson 
grass combination makes fine summer 
pasture in the blackland area of Texas. 
On the Lege ranch near Fort Worth 
a 60-acre field of Hubam with John- 
son grass provided grazing for 30 
cows and 30 yearlings all summer. 

In the coast country of Texas, 
Dallis grass with clover makes a good

summer pasture. Waters S. Davis, of 
League City, reports that a clover- 
Dallis grass pasture supported a cow 
to each two acres most of the year. 

Weeping lovegrass provides good 
late fall and early spring grazing. 

The tall-growing native grasses of 
the Southwest, such as big and little 
bluestem, Indian grass, and switch 
grass, must not be overlooked. To 
produce good pasture, they require 
only good management.

Bur do you remember names? 

That is the test! A man’s name 
is the most pleasant of all sounds 
to him. The knack for remember- 
ing names is common to most suc- 
cessful people. 

If names stump you, don't give 
up in despair. You can remember 
them. Three keys—impression, as- 
sociation, and repetition—unlock 
the “memory door.” They work 

like magic. But learning to use them is mostly perspiration— 
and also a little inspiration! 

Here’s how you use the memory keys. Our minds operate 
much like a camera. They must be clearlys focused and 
adjusted in order to get a perfect 
picture. So step number one in 
remembering a name is to get a 
clear impression of it. If you 
don’t catch the person’s name, ask 
him to repeat it. Then ask him to 
spell it if it still doesn’t register. 
This may save a lot of “ers” and 
“ahs” later on. People don’t mind 
your saying, “Would you repeat 
(or spell) your name, please? I 
want to be sure to remember it.” 
In fact, they're flattered by this 
sure sign of interest.

ACK STOUT, 19-year-old vice-president 
of the Oklahoma FFA, is literally “milking 
his way through college.”

When red-headed Jack entered college 
he brought with him 13 head of his reg- 
istered Ayrshires, his milking machine, 
pick-up truck, and other equipment from 
his farm at Skiatook.

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Future Farming 
in the Pacific

oe agriculturally the most ad- 
vanced island of the Pacific, owes 
much of its progress to the influ- 
ence of modern American farming 
methods. Many ideas have been in- 
troduced to the tropic isles through 
the Future Farmers of America, whose 
members there number 1,500. 

A special type of training program 
has been developed in Hawaii to better 
meet the needs of agricultural train- 
ing in industrialized farming areas. 
The agriculture student, usually living 
on a pineapple or sugar cane’ planta- 
tion, is enrolled in a regular voca- 
tional agriculture class until his junior 
or senior year in high school. He 
then enrolls in a special class, known 
as the P.T.C. (Part-Time Coopera- 
tive). The members of this class are 
selected jointly by school and planta- 
tion officials. 

P.T.C. students enter into a train- 
ing agreement with a_ plantation, 
which usually calls for four hours of 
plantation work daily, and for which 
wages are paid. During the year, the 
students are rotated to a wide variety 
of jobs. The agriculture instructor 
serves as a teacher-coordinator while 
the class is at work, visiting the boys 
at their stations and conferring with 
their foremen. This serves as the basis 
for one period of instruction upon the 
student’s return to the school at mid- 
day. In addition to this work, the 
student enrolls in classes in English 
and socia! studies.—Ernestine Whee- 
lock.

Having one plant left after setting a 
plot in the garden, Mr. Durham plant- 
ed it by the flagpole in the center of a 
flower bed near the hospital entrance. 
It produced a four-pound head and 
literally “stole the show” from the 
flowers. 

When asked if he planted his vege- 
tables according to the almanac, Mr. 
Durham laughingly replied that he 
believed in planting in the ground, and 
not in the moon. As for fertilizer, he 
uses about 200 pounds of 5-10-5 on 
the little garden plot. It is about 85 
by 90 feet, although he plans to double 
its size. 

When Mr. Durham says he has 
gathered $50.54 worth of vegetables 
from the small garden, he has records 
to prove it. He not only keeps ac- 
curate records of what he produces, 
but also keeps strict account of every- 
thing he spends. So far, he has spent 
$21.35 for seeds, fertilizer, and plow- 
ing. 

Ever since Sam Durham was a lad, 
he has been interested in farming. He 
farmed in Tyler County before buy- 
ing a farm near Corrigan in 1923, 
and is considered one of the best farm- 
ers in that area. Being a good farmer 
comes naturally with him. He comes 
from a family which settled in Tyler 
County following the War Between 
the States, when most folks in the 
East Texas piney woods area either 
grew something to eat or starved.

when ,Alonzo de Leon, governor of 
Coahuila who set out to find LaSalle’s 
fort, left a pair of the animals on the 
banks of the Brazos or Trinity River. 

In 1833 James Taylor White’s son 
built the first barbed wire fence east of 
the Trinity. It is claimed that some of 
the original cypress posts still stand on 
the White Ranch. 

Five generations of Whites, with a 
James Taylor White in every genera- 
tion, have held the property that es- 
tablished ranching in Southeast Texas. 
James Taylor White III, IV, and V all 
now live on the original ranch in Cham- 
bers County. 

Transition of the cattle industry 
from East to West Texas began in the 
1850’s, when the government estab- 
lished a new line of military posts far 
to the west. This protection and the 
fine shorthorns and greater “roping 
room” in the prairie regions caused an 
increasing number of East Texas cattle- 
men to round up their herds in the 
piney woods and canebrakes and head 
for the open range.

many cases of infectious hepatitis, 

and 1953 is no exception. Yet I 
find that a lot of my neighbors have 
never heard of this common disease, 
or perhaps know it vaguely as ca- 
tarrhal jaundice. 

We now know that it is due to a 
virus, like so many common diseases 
and that it is passed from one person 
to another. 

The inflammation frequently at- 
tacks the liver, which becomes en- 
larged and tender in the upper right 
part of the abdomen. The early symp- 
toms often are rather indefinite, with 
weakness, lack of appetite, and nausea 
usually present. Repeated vomiting 
and a yellow discoloration of the eye- 
balls often follow the earlier symp- 
toms. Then the victim’s entire skin 
may become quite yellow. 

After about seven to ten days the 
symptoms usually subside and the 
affected person begins to enjoy his 
food again. In most cases, recovery 
is complete in a few weeks, but it may 
take months or even several years. 

Strict rest is very important during 
the acute period of the disease. Also 
important is a diet low in fat and high 
in protein foods and sweets. Recently 
the sensational cortisone and ACTH 
have been used with good results. Peni- 
cillin and related antibiotics appar- 
ently are of limited value. 

Immune globulin, the remarkable 
substance from human blood provided 
through the Red Cross, has proved 
valuable in preventing infection in 
exposed persons, as it has proved of 
value in preventing polio and measles. 


Born Too Soon 


My Aunt Kate was born twenty 
years too soon, no doubt of that. 
Among my many aunts she was 
"lowed to be the best cook in the 
family. And she worked hard to 
maintain her reputation; she would 
be found more often with a skillet in 
her hand than » dust mop. When she 
sat down at the end of the massive 
dining room table she presided not 
only over a double row of hungry 
boys but also a table crowded with 
wonderful food. As I remember, there 
was only one flaw in Aunt Kate’s cul- 
inary record—her canned beef. 


io last few years have brought 
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We never tried to can beef at our 
house. When the time of year to 
eat canned meat came around we ate 
canned salmon or killed a hen that 
we guessed (often wrongly) wasn’t 
laying eggs. But Aunt Kate canned 
everything, even radish pods, and we 
uked everything she canned except 
the beef. The home-cured hams would 
be down to the last sliver of meat 
before she would bring out those cans 
of beef that had survived the winter 
without spoiling. Now beef is my 
favorite meat, but Aunt Kate’s canned 
beef wasn’t beef. It was composed of 
tough, tasteless chunks that even her 
skill couldn't make palatable. 

At steer butchering time there would 
be several days of delicious steaks 
and roasts, and the rest would go into 
jars. Then something mysterious and 
evil would happen to it. 

Yes, my aunt was born twenty years 
too soon; she left the farm to younger 
hands before the days of the food 
storage freezers. 

She would have loved to carry her 
cooking skill to supreme heights with 
a freezer—strawberries in January, 
fresh green beans when there was six 
inches of snow outside, and steaks in 
June a little better than they were on 
butchering day six months before. 

I take off my hat and wave my 
carving set to American science and 
industry for putting storage freezers 
in so many homes. If every farm home 
had a freezer, it would do more, I 
suspect, to improve nutrition than any 
other project. The most common food 
shortage that I see week after week 
is protein shortage in families that do 
not have equipment to preserve meat.

T THE University of Kentucky I 

autopsied 236 sheep last year. In- 

ternal parasites headed the list 
with 71 cases. Of these, 50 were stom- 
ach worms and 21 were tapeworms. 
Pneumonia was second with 42 cases. 
Pulpy kidney disease (overeating dis- 
ease or enterotoxemia) was third with 
26 cases, and tetanus was fourth with 
20 cases. 

From the autopsies I perform each 
year I have come to the conclusion 
that most cases are either directly or 
indirectly due to poor management, 
poor feeding, and parasites. I also have 
observed that treatment is of little value 
unless these factors are remedied. One 
of the important phases of good treat- 
ment is nursing. Quite often farmers 
expect a veterinarian to give a shot or 
a pill and cure the animal. The owner 
should provide proper housing condi- 
tions, water, and appetizing feed and 
try to make the animal comfortable. 

In practically every case which is 
presented to the laboratory for diag- 
nosis, internal parasites complicate the 
disease picture. In the South, we do 
not have any stomach worm season; 
we find cases the entire year around. 
All sheep should be dosed with pheno- 
thiazine and salt mixture (one pound 
of phenothiazine to nine pounds of 
salt) the entire year, even during preg- 
nancy. Each time the flock is dosed 
they should be put on clean pasture. 


APEWORMS have been quite a 

problem in some areas of Kentucky. 
We have been recommending a drench 
of phenothiazine plus lead arsenate; in 
most cases these drugs have done the 
job. On our own flock we use the old 
bluestone and Blackleaf 40 treatment 
once a year to get any worms the 
phenothiazine and lead arsenate may 
have missed. 

I would like to say something here 
about dosing sheep. The preferred 
method is the use of 3-4” nozzle on 
a dose syringe using the liquid pheno- 
thiazine. A dose syringe with a long 
nozzle may injure the soft parts of the 
throat and cause an abscess. 

Most pneumonia cases in lambs oc- 
cur from January to April. These cases 
develop so fast that by the time they 
are diagnosed there is little you can do. 
I like to call the disease “galloping 
pneumonia.” Most of these cases are

In the past, farm work on the reser- 
vation was performed by the Tribal 
Corporation, the Indian farmers pay- 
ing for the work done for them. But 
realizing that their own time and labor 
would mean larger incomes, they or- 
ganized into community groups. Now 
they work out their labor and equip- 
ment problems on a cooperative basis. 
The community groups own the farm 
machinery and individual farmers pay 
a small fee for its use. Robert Geroni- 
mo is president of the community 
group in the Whitetail district. 

Livestock is the big industry on the 
Mescalero Reservation, although field 
crops are grown, as well as excellent 
fruits and vegetables. A herd of about 
8,000 Herefords is maintained on the 
range area of 500,000 acres. Cattle 
sales average around 2,400 head each 
fall. The Indian farmers keep a herd 
of about 300 registered Herefords, 
from which most of the bulls for the 
range are produced. The annual sales 
of cattle bring an average of around 
$400,000. From the Mescalero pure- 
bred herd last year 93 bulls and 82 
heifer calves were submitted for reg- 
istration with the American Hereford 
Association. 

Through the cooperation of the 
Mescalero Cattle Growers Associa- 
tion, 4-H Club and FFA livestock 
projects have been started. Each mem- 
ber of the beef cattle and range man- 
agement clubs is allowed a purebred 
heifer, turning the first heifer calf 
back to the association. This calf then 
is assigned to another member. Each 
year at the Otero County Fair, these 
club members win honors with their 
blooded livestock. 

The Indian farmers on the Mesca- 
lero Reservation are worthy of the 
plaudits and attention of their fel- 
low countrymen. They have overcome 
many handicaps and made great prog- 
ress in recent years.

EED a new hat? Who doesn’t, but maybe you don't 
need to buy a new one. Look over your old hats. 
Take out one to bring to your club meeting.” Such was the 
invitation which Rosa Lee Price, the home demonstration 
agent of Union Parish, Louisiana, sent to her club women. 
Similar letters were sent out to home demonstration club 
women in 26 parishes in northeast and southeast Louisiana, 
following five subdistrict millinery workshops. 

Because each meeting was a working one, the district 
agents, Misses Margaret Jolley and Gladys Tappan, thought 
it best to limit attendance to the agent and five leaders in 
each parish in a subdistrict. The leaders were chosen because 
of their interest and their willingness to conduct similar 
meetings for the women in their respective parishes. 

The accomplishments at the training meetings were thrill- 
ing. But even more satisfying were the results reported by 
the agents in the parishes . . . remarkable leadership dem- 
onstrated, morale lifted, and thousands of women (in and 
out of clubs) reached—to say nothing of the thousands of 
hats brought up-to-date. Miss Tappan has shared her reports 
with me and | am giving you briefs from some of them. 

Mrs. Ethel Fuller, the home agent in Madison Parish, re- 
ported: “These workshops proved to be the best device for 
leader-training we have had in our parish. The work origi- 
nated a year ago in planning work done by Miss Gladys Tap- 
pan, district agent, and Miss Margaret Brumby, clothing 
specialist, with Miss Iris Davenport, editor of the woman’s de- 
partment of Farm and Ranch. Some women in our parish 
will wear “new” hats this spring who could not do so had 
we not had the workshops.” 

The Morehouse Parish agent, Elizabeth Williams, wrote: 
“In our Easter parade will be 318 up-to-date chapeaux that 
range in cost from 59c to $3. Many of them look like Fifth 
Avenue . . . At the workshops there also was a little instruc-

tion on hair cutting and putting on lipstick and other make- 
up. My! How much fun the women had in trying on each 
other’s hats and fixing up each other.”

But Mildred Swift, the associate home agent in 
Ouachita Parish, gave another view of the matter. “The 
husbands of our club women are delighted with the results 
their wives have achieved in up-to-dating hats.” Continuing, 
she reported: “The leaders put themselves into the project 
and did excellent work. When we began to discuss and plan 
the project none of the members or the agent could foresee 
its great popularity. The club members caught the fever. 
To date—a month after the subdistrict workshop—over 300 
women have received the training and over 600 hats have 
been restyled . . . 1 feel that this will be a continuous project.”

In 
Union Parish alone, 58 new members were added. “It is 
impossible to put into writing the chief benefits the women 
received.

I: IS inspiring to read of the national- 
ly known “Grandma” Moses who 
has won fame as a painter in her elder- 
ly days.

TH my husband and I want to 
get rid of a waistline bulge. Is there 
an exercise good for both men and 
women? 

There is a gem of an exercise to 
help diminish the opulent waistline.

What is the cause of unpleasant 
breath and what can be done about it? 

Bad breath may come from dental 
decay, stomach 
disorders, over- 
smoking, foods 
(such as_ garlic 
and onions), or 
some bodily dis- 
order. Refreshing 
antiseptic washes 
are available at 
all drug stores, 
including special 
mouth washes for 
wearers of dental 
plates.

I have been told that a tinted foun- 
dation base should be darker than my 
skin. Is this advisable? 

In general, you should choose a 
shade darker than your skin. But, re- 
member, the purpose of your founda- 
tion is not only to provide a base for 
your other cosmetics but also to give 
a natural “beauty glow” to your skin. 
If you put a sallow tan foundation 
over a sallow tan skin, the result is 
unfortunate. Try the rose beiges and 
rosy brunettes. If your skin is florid, 
try the creamy shades. Find the type 
that goes best with your complexion.

Ntarching Clothes in 
the Washing Machine 


HE washing machine is a practical 

time and work saver when you 

want to give a load of clothes a 
light or medium starch finish. 

Here are some general suggestions 
for washer starching: 

1. Use enough starch to immerse 
all articles completely. 

2. Check the washer instruction 
book to determine the amount of wa- 
ter used in the last rinse. Add enough 
extra-heavy starch to give the correct 
solution in this quantity of water. 

3. Strain the starch before adding 
to the washer to remove danger of 
lumps or starch film. 

Here are specific instructions for 
the conventional washer: 

1. Add basic starch mixture to the 
washer after the last rinse. 

2. Shake the garments into the 
starch solution while the agitator is in 
motion and agitate for several minutes. 

3. Put the clothes through the 
wringer as usual (loosen the wringer 
tension slightly if you prefer). 

4. The same starch may be used 
for more than one load, but the de- 
gree of stiffness is decreased each time. 

5. Always rinse starch from the 
wringer and the washer tub after 
starching clothes in the machine. 

Specific instructions for the auto- 
matic washer: 

1. Be sure soap is rinsed out of 
the injector before the last rinse cycle, 
if you add starch through that open- 
ing. 

2. Add concentrated starch solu- 
tion while last rinse is flowing into the 
washer. 

3. Make the starch solution heavier 
if the machine does not permit short- 
ening the spin period. A long spinning 
period may cause a slight loss of 
starch. 

4. Use the water saver to reduce 
the necessary amount of starch. 

5. Unless the machine is used im- 
mediately to wash another load, spin 
the dial to the last rinse when the 
clothes are removed, to thoroughly 
clean the washer. This is important. 

Starching can be done successfully 
in most automatic washers. It re- 
quires a rather large quantity of starch 
because the full rinse usually takes at 
least seven gallons of water. Most 
automatic washers drain the rinse wa- 
ter away, so the starch can be used 
only once.

ike any evening at our house. My

spring growing season may call for a 
change in breeding schedule of beef 
cattle, in order to have yearlings and 
steers at the age for marketing at the 
end of the season. 

In the southern Oklahoma area, 
hazards of unfavorable weather make 
it risky to depend upon year-round 
pastures. These conditions have led 
Dr. Harper to conclude that the best 
solution to the weather problem is 
grass silage, put up during the spring. 
Clippings of forage at the Coalgate 
station and at the Noble Foundation 
farms have shown that one acre easily 
will produce enough silage to feed a 
cow for 265 days. 

Tests at the Noble Foundation show 
that vetch silage contains 16.7 per- 
cent protein, and vetch-small grain 
silage contains around 12 percent. 
Each contains adequate amounts of 
phosphorus, potassium, and calcium. 

Actual grazing experiments as well 
as clippings have shown that one acre 
of improved grass-legume pasture will 
carry an animal through the spring 
growing season. This, with production 
of silage from one acre to feed the 
animal for the rest of the year, means 
a possibility of beef cattle production 
at a rate of only two acres per animal. 

Dr. Harper and the Noble Founda- 
tion staff have set up extensive experi- 
ments to test these ideas further.

are provisions for utilities and damp- 
proofing under the floor. There are sev- 
eral methods of applying the floor to 
the foundation slab. A common 
method is placing “screeds” (short 
pieces of 1°x4” or 2”x4") close to- 
gether in a mastic. Then the flooring 
is nailed directly to them. A _ wide 
variety of floor coverings, such as lino- 
leum, hardwood blocks, and asphalt 
tile, can be set ‘n mastic directly to 
the concrete slab. The steel reinforce- 
ment is important. It is perhaps the 
most costly item in this method, but 
don’t skimp on recommendations. 
Termite shielding, ventilation prob- 
lems, and moisture difficulties are 
eliminated by a properly constructed 
foundation of this type. In most areas 
the cost is little or no more than a 
wall-type foundation.

What Is a 
“Washer Load”?

Bunching clothes, as this housewife

THEN you say “a load of wood” 
\\ or “a load of coal,” you have a 
particular picture in mind. But do you 
know what constitutes a load for your 
washer? An average washer load is 
eight pounds of dry clothes. To help 
determine what makes up eight 
pounds, here is a list of weights of 
some laundry items. 

1 double sheet—154 Ibs. 

1 large bath towel- to 34 Ib. 

2 shirts—®%4 Ib. 

| pair pajamas- 

1 luncheon cloth- 

4 luncheon napkins- 


34 to 1 Ib. 

4 Ib 
14 Ib. 

1 house dress 42 Ib. 

1 small bath mat—1 Ib 

A washer load is not determined 
merely by actual cloth weight, how- 
ever. For example, all sheets or all 
tablecloths do not give the best wash- 
ing results. A mixed load of large 
and small will better 
washing, rinsing, and drying. 

The way you load the washer also 
is important. The clothes should be 
somewhat closely packed instead of 
free-floating. for the most efficient 
washer action. 

A few simple precautions will pre- 
vent the clothes from being tangled 
and torn in the washer. Zippers 
should be closed and buttons unbut- 
toned. Apron strings, belts, and ties 
should be tied close to the body of 
the garment. Straps, collars, and but- 
tons should be tucked inside the cloth- 
ing. Each article should be bunched 
when placed in the washer.

It is satisfying to have a home freezer with a supply of ready-to-cook food in it 


_— if you have no home freezer, you probably are 
dreaming of the time when you will have one. It will 
help you many ways in lightening the work of food 

y preparation. And it always is a satisfying feeling to 
know that you have an adequate supply of food on 

hand, cooked and ready to serve. 

Often while you're in the kitchen watching the pressure 
cooker or waiting for bread to bake, there’s time to make a 
big supply of sandwiches for lunches or parties. It’s almost 
as easy to make a double recipe of bread, cake, or pie as it 
is to make one recipe. Then there is enough to eat right 
away and some to freeze for future use. We often hear 
people say, “Bread makes the meal.” If there is a variety 
stored in the freezer, it takes only a few minutes to serve 
just the right bread for each meal. 

Both quick breads and yeast breads may be successfully 
frozen either before or after they are baked. There is not 
much advantage in baking biscuits to freeze. Unbaked 
biscuits can be placed in a hot oven to thaw and bake as 
soon as they are taken from the freezer. However, if you 
bake more biscuits than are eaten at any meal, freeze them 
while they are fresh and serve them some other time. 
Biscuit Recipe 

Va teaspoon salt 


4 tablespoons shortening 
34 cup milk 


2 cups sifted flour 
3 teaspoons double-acting baking 

powder 

Sift together flour, baking powder, and salt. Blend in the 
shortening until the mixture feels like fine corn meal. Stir 
in milk to make a soft dough. (To make Pimiento Biscuits, 
add % cup grated cheese and 2 tablespoons chopped 
pimiento to mixture before milk is added.) Turn onto a 
floured board and work lightly with finger tips until the 
dough is smooth. Roll to % inch thick. Cut out and place 
in a heat-resistant oven refrigerator dish with a double 
thickness of freezer wrapping paper between layers. Seal 
lid on with freezer tape. Biscuits also may be stacked on 
heavy cardboard which has been covered with wrapping

material, then either wrapped or put into plastic bags 
and sealed. 

When the biscuits are taken from the freezer, remove the 
tape and wrapping material between layers. Place the top 
layer of biscuits on the cover of the dish, leaving bottom 
layers as they are, and bake 425 degrees for fifteen to twenty 
minutes. Biscuits stored in packages on cardboard would 
have to be transferred to a pan or baking sheet before 
baking, of course. If biscuits are baked before freezing, 
remove the freezer tape and reheat in a slow oven (250 
to 300 degrees) for ten to fifteen minutes. 

Yeast rolls have to completely thaw and rise before they 
are ready to bake, so it is more convenient to bake them 
before freezing. 

Ice Box Rolls 
7-8 cups all-purpose flour 
1 cake compressed yeast 


Ve cup luke warm water 
2 teaspoons sait 


2 cups scalded milk 
2 cup sugar 
4 tablespoons fat 
2 eggs 

Scald the milk, add the sugar, salt, and fat and allow to 
cool until luke warm (98 degrees). Add yeast cake dissolved 
in “% cup water and sufficient flour to make a soft dough. 
Knead lightly until the dough has a smooth surface. Place 
dough in a well-greased bowl; brush with fat and cover with

a cloth. Set the dough in a warm 
place and allow it to rise until double 
in bulk. Turn onto a floured board, 
roll, and cut into desired shapes. Place 
in a greased pan, let rise again until 
double in bulk, and bake at 375 de- 
grees. Baked rolls should be packaged 
for freezing as soon as they are cool. 
Use the same method of packaging, 
thawing, and reheating as for biscuits. 

Dutch apple bread, cinnamon rolls, 
and coffee cakes are just like freshly 
baked when thawed and reheated in 
the oven-refrigerator dish or aluminum 
foil at 300 to 325 degrees. 

Fruit pies give good results when 
frozen. They may be baked or un- 
baked; however, pies frozen before 
they are baked have a more tender 
crust and fresher flavor. Freeze pies 
in glass ovenware, metal plates, or pa- 
per plates with metal rims. 

Steam vents should not be cut in 
the top crust of pies until they are re- 
moved from the freezer and ready to 
bake. Place unbaked fruit pies in the 
oven frozen and cook them the same 
as fresh ones, allowing about ten min- 
utes more cooking time. 

When company arrives unexpected- 
ly, it’s good to have food on hand. 
Sliced cooked turkey or ham may be 
frozen in anticipation of such occa- 
sions. 

Frozen baked beans, meat pies, or 
casseroles retain their goodness if fro- 
zen for as long as two months. 


Freezer Favorite Casserole 


1 pound pork (lean) 

V2 pound beef 

V2 pound Cheddar 
cheese 

1 cup noodles 

1 teaspoon salt 


Dash pepper 

V4 teaspoon onion salt 

V2 cup mushrooms 

V2 cup buttered bread 
crumbs 


Dice the pork, beef, and cheese in 
about %-inch cubes. Simmer beef 
and pork in four cups of boiling salted 
water until tender. Remove the meat 
from the liquid, adding enough water 
to make two cups, if necessary. Bring 
to boiling, add noodies, and simmer 
for 15 minutes. . Combine noodles, 
cheese, meat, and seasoning. Pour 
into an oven freezer casserole and 
cool. Seal on the top with locker tape 
and freeze. 

When ready to use, remove ffeezer 
tape, place in 350-degree oven for 20 
to 25 minutes to thaw and heat. 
Cooked frozen vegetables make a nice 
topping for this dish. 

If there isn’t room in the freezer 
for containers or you don’t want to be 
without the use of them, remove the 
frozen product from the dish and 
quickly wrap it in freezer paper and 
return to freezer.

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REPAIRING 
a Metal Cistern 


By F. B. CURRY 


METAL cistern which leaks slight- 
A ly, because of a few small holes in 

the bottom, may be repaired by 
soldering. 

Before starting, be sure that the 
metal is free of rust and dirt. Sand- 
paper, steel wool, or a steel brush may 
be used alternately with cut acid to 
clean the surface. Cut acid may be 
made by dropping a few pieces of 
zinc into a half-and-half mixture of 
muriatic acid and water until the solu- 
tion stops bubbling. 

When holes are more than “% inch 
in diameter, the patches should be 
“sweated” on. This is done by cutting 
a piece of tin large enough to cover 
the hole, snipping off the corners, clean- 
ing the surface, and applying cut acid 
on the underside of the patch. Apply 
solder around the hole and cover with 
the patch. Hold the hot soldering iron 
against the patch until the melted 
solder oozes out, then quickly pour on 
cold water and remove the soldering 
iron. After the patch has been made, 
paint bottom of cistern inside and out 
with fiber coating or cement. 

If the tank is rusted too badly for 
soldering, a good plastering job will 
prolong its usefulness. Plaster may 
be applied either on the inside or out- 
side, but the inside is best. 


I PLASTERING, first place the cis- 
tern on a good foundation, preferably 
concrete. Make the foundation high 
enough that the cistern will fit under 
the gutter. Clean the cistern thorough- 
ly, then paint the wall with a thin mix- 
ture of cement and water. While this 
is drying, prepare the mortar by mix- 
ing two parts of sand with one part of 
cement and adding enough water to 
make a moist, cohesive mass. Start 
at the bottom of the wall and work 
the plaster upward with a trowel, 
spreading it about %4 inch thick. 
After the plastering is finished, pour 
a thinner mixture of the plaster on the 
bottom of the cistern. This should 
be at least an inch thick. When this 
plaster is dry enough to stand on, 
spread over the wall a thin mixture 
made with a small amount of sand and 
a large quantity of cement. You can 
use a paint brush for this. Then once 
daily for three days, apply a thin mix- 
ture of water and cement to the wall 
and bottom of the cistern. Let the cis- 
tern dry thoroughly before filling it.

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| Broilers and Dairy Cows .. . 


Profitable 
amily 
arming 
ormula

USSELL A. LLOYD, assisted by 

his two sons, Jimmy, 17, and 

Johnny, 13, is making a good liv- 
ing from broilers and dairy cows. 

Lloyd took over his 84-acre farm 
near Kurten, in Brazos County, Texas, 
from his father in 1942. Today he 
has 29 Jersey milkers, 21 heifers, a 
compact milking barn and dairy house, 
and two 100x20-foot broiler houses 
which hold 2,200 chicks each. Lloyd 
nets around $300 every eight or ten 
weeks from each broiler house. This. 
together with a steady milk produc- 
tion, indicates a solid future for his 
family. 

The two concrete-floored, sheet- 
metal broiler houses, which Lloyd and 
his sons built, are joined near the 
center by a time-saving passageway, 
where feed and extra equipment are 
kept. At each end of the passageway 
is a wire mesh door leading into the 
broiler houses. Future plans call for 
a conveyor feed system which will 
be loaded in the passageway. 

Lloyd starts 2,200 day-old chicks 
about every ten weeks. He buys them 
from a hatchery. While one house 
holds new chicks the other houses 
broilers that are being finished. These 
birds are crosses of White Rocks and 
New Hampshire Reds. Lloyd plans 
to continue with these; he says that 
the white-feathered birds dress faster 
and cleaner and bring a better price 
from the buyer who starts topping 
out at eight weeks. 


Mighty Few Losses 


From his last lot of 2,200 chicks. 
Lloyd sold 2,124 broilers, a loss of 
only 3% percent. Most of his neigh- 
bors show a much higher loss ratio 
than this. 

Wallace Kimbrough, Brazos County 
agent, says the reason Lloyd does so 
well with his chickens is the high 
level of sanitation which he maintains 
in his houses. His broiler flock has 
been singularly free of the poultry dis- 
eases that cut profits. Lloyd claims 
that he can detect coccidiosis the day 
jt starts in his flock; losses seldom ex- 
ceed ten birds before he has the dis- 
ease checked.

likes a cross of White Rocks and New 
Hampshire Reds. He says that these 
white-feathered birds dress faster and 
cleaner, and bring a better price. 


Although Newcastle disease has 
been rather troublesome in the area, 
Lloyd believes that he keeps it out of 
his flocks by using a fine mesh wire 
on the openings to the broiler houses. 
This keeps out birds he thinks carry 
the disease. 

Five brooders, fueled by a 450-gal- 
lon butane tank in the ground outside, 


are spaced down the center of the 
starter house. For the first few days, 


an 18-inch-high paper fence about 
three feet beyond each brooder en- 
closes some 500 chicks. This fence 
keeps them from bunching up else- 
where and also accustoms them to 
their own brooder. 

Inverted gallon-jug waterers and 
metal feeding troughs are spotted gen- 
erously throughout the starter house. 
In the advanced broiler house there 
are automatic waterers. 


The Menu Changes 


During the first six weeks, Lloyd 
feeds his chicks a high-calorie ration. 
During the last two weeks they get 
yellow corn. 

Last year Lloyd removed eight loads 
of litter from his poultry houses with 
his tractor and scraper blade, then 
spread it on a pasture as fertilizer. 
However, in the future he plans to 
let the litter accumulate, stirring it 
occasionally on the concrete floors to 
keep it dry. He believes that the broil- 
ers will stay healthier on deep litter. 

Russell Lloyd is well pleased with 
his combination of dairy cows and 
broilers, and has no present plans for 
expansion. His sons will be in school 
for several more years, so their help 
is limited to the hours before and 
after school. Any expansion he might 
make would require additional help, 
and might not pay.

caused by poor housing conditions, 
little help at lambing, and starvation. 
Quite often farmers say they saw the 
lamb nurse, and when you open the 
stomach all you find is wool. The 
lamb was sucking wool, not a teat. 
Pulpy kidney disease is on the in- 
crease in Kentucky. The kidneys 
are very pulpy and quite often the 
lamb is infected with tapeworms, 
also. Most of our cases are found 
from February to June, and develop 
soon after the lamb starts eating with 
the ewes. Here again the most com- 
mon history given is that a farmer 
found one of his largest, fattest lambs 
dead. There is usually very little you 
can do for treatment, as the disease is 
not diagnosed early enough. This dis- 
ease is easy to prevent by proper vac- 
cination. We give our lambs five cc of 
the antitoxin when they are four to six 
weeks of age, and at eight weeks we 
give them five cc of the bacterin. 
Most of our tetanus cases occur 
from January to March. This is the 
time of year when lambs are docked 
and castrated and also when the 
weather may be bad and the sheep 
are kept in the barn. Every case 
we had last year except one was from 
the use of the “elastrator” (rubber 
band) for docking. The farmer will 
notice the infected lamb starting to 
get stiff in about ten days to two weeks 
after the elastrator is used. Death fol- 
lows shortly. If these lambs are given 
tetanus anti-toxin as soon as they be- 
come stiff, some may be saved. —

problem in many broiler-growing 

areas. Caused by a virus, it may 
affect both chickens and turkeys. It 
starts as a common cold in chicks and 
may continue for several weeks. No 
effective drug has been found to com- 
bat the virus, but streptomycin seems 
to slow it down. Good management 
practices offer the greatest hope. See 
that the birds get plenty of fresh air. 
If they become chilled, turn up the 
heat rather than close the ventilators. 
Add clean, dry litter and do not crowd 
the birds. Keep them eating; extra 
feed helps. Do not purchase expen- 
sive drugs, unless first getting the ap- 
proval of your veterinarian. 


White Broilers Wanted 


Processors demand broilers with 
white or light-colored plumage, and 
are willing to pay more for them. The 
lewer cost of dressing such birds has 
brought on the demand for them. . As 
more dominant white strains are avail- 
able for cross-breeding work, it is pos- 
sible to get good hybrid vigor along 
with light-colored plumage. 


Pullets More Profitable Than Hens 


In a two-year comparison test, 
Louisiana State University research 
workers found pullets more profitable 
than hens. The pullets made an aver- 
age yearly profit of 91 cents, while 
the hens kept under similar conditions 
averaged a loss of 62 cents yearly. 
Eggs from the pullets hatched better. 
The pullets ate more feed per bird, 
but their higher production made the 
cost of feed per dozen eggs lower than 
that for the hens. 


Crossbreds and Hybrids Good Layers 


In comparisons made at Ohio State 
University by Dr. George Jaap, cross- 
breds laid from four to six percent 
more than purebreds, and hybrids laid 
from six to ten percent more than 
purebreds. 


Houses Without Roosts 


Some who have been using laying 
houses without roosts like the new 
practice, but others have gone back 
to using roosts. Where there are no 
roosts the litter is damper, hens tend to 
crowd together in cold weather, and 
many birds roost in nests and on feed- 
ers. However, the cost of building and 
maintaining roosts is considerable, and

According to USDA figures recently 
released, there are more New Hamp- 
shires enrolled in the National Poul- 
try Improvement Plan than any other 
two breeds combined.

Poultry Income Declines 


The 1952 income for the poultry 
industry was about six percent below 
that of the previous year, according 
to recent USDA reports. The decline 
was the result of lower egg and turkey 
prices, not lower production. Pro- 
duction of turkeys, chicken and tur- 
key broilers, and eggs set new records.

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Double Taxation Is Wrong 


SOME members of Congress probably 
will make another effort to tax the in- 
come of cooperatives. They argue that 
industry pays a tax on profits prior to 
the distribution of dividends, and co- 
operatives should do the same. 

In a resolution passed by its national 
convention, the American Farm Bureau 
Federation went on record as opposing 
the taxation of cooperative savings. The 
Bureau was consistent; it also expressed 
its opposition to taxing that portion of 
corporation earnings distributed to 
stockholders as dividends. 

The Farm Bureau has taken a broader 
view of this tax problem than has in- 
dustry. Whereas representatives of in- 
dustry advocate the taxing of coopera- 
tives, the Farm Bureau comes out 
openly against double taxation, not only 
for cooperatives, but also for corpora- 
tions. From the wording of the reso- 
lution, it is evident that the Farm Bu- 
reau does not believe two wrongs make 
a right. 

Double taxation is un-American. If 
industry had spent as much time trying 
to convince Congress of this as it has 
trying to saddle double taxation on co- 
operatives, relief might have come be- 
fore now. 


Secretary Benson’s Aims 


SECRETARY of Agriculture Ezra 
Benson is a plain-spoken, positive indi- 
vidual who is taking his job seriously. 
From his recent utterances, we would 
assume that he aims to take his depart- 
ment out of politics and improve its 
efficiency. 

Recently Secretary Benson gave out 
a general statement on his agricultural 
policy. Some pertinent paragraphs from 
this statement are quoted below: 

“It is doubtful if any man can be 
politically free who depends upon the 
state for sustenance. A planned and 
subsidized economy weakens the initia- 
tive, discourages industry, destroys 
character, and demoralize$ the people. 

“The future of agriculture and the 
preservation of a sound economic sys- 
tem depend upon the vigorous re-em- 
phasis of the principles, benefits, and 
values of private and competitive enter- 
prise.

“There is no hope for peace, growth, 
or prosperity if each economic group 
is seeking its own advantage to the 
detriment of others. 

“The objective of agriculture is to 
provide consumers with high-quality 
food and fiber at reasonable prices. The 
reward for these contributions must 
be an income that will provide the op- 
portunity for a constantly rising level 
of living for farm people. 

“The most important method of pro- 
moting the long-time welfare of farm 


people and the nation is the support of 


an adequate program of research and 
education. 

“The guarding of farm levels of liv- 
ing requires a program of storage and 
price supports to help assure the sta- 
bility of income. The supports should 
not only serve the farmer but also in 
the widest national interest. 

“Inefficiency should not be subsidized 
in agriculture or any other segment of 
our economy. 

Southern farm leaders apparently are 
encouraged by the general policies indi- 
cated in Secretary Benson’s statement. 
However, they are anxious for more 
details. Therefore, FARM AND RANCH 
is requesting the secretary to outline his 
program for southern agriculture. We

Stability in Farm Prices 


THE purchasing power of farmers is 
of immediate concern to business and 
industry. Never in our economic his- 
tory has business long continued pros- 
perous when agriculture was in the 
doldrums. Lower prices on most agri- 
cultural commodities are said to be 
caused by growing surpluses. Appar- 
ently the only relief is to increase our 
exports of wheat, cotton, meat, and 
other surplus products. 

Although reportedly we have a very 
large carry-over of cotton and hundreds 
of thousands of bales are going into the 
government loan as fast as warehouse 
space is available, many farmers will 
increase cotton acreage in 1953. The 
incentive to increase acreage is the fact 
that growers anticipate acreage quotas 
in 1954 and are making an effort to 
increase their base. Whether this will 
prove to be good business in the long 
run is questionable. A stabilized mar- 
ket, based on supply and demand, is 
much more desirable than too many 
highs, each followed by a disastrous low.
